Because of tbe falsity of statements 
b4iag made by Charles H. Randall, 
Prohibition, nominee for congress In 
the Ninth district, Republicans were 
obliged to give attention to a.subject 
that ,had no direct bearing on the coh' 
gressional situation, a t a meeting held 
in the Covina Union high school Wed­ 
nesday evening. 


Although Ihe question of carry^,ng 
California victoriously for a dry stat© 
is oiI% that apipeara on the ballot 
where all voters of all political faiths 
may register t W r desires, regardless 
of candidates; in spite of the fact that 
the California Dr^ Federation through 
its president, Odell, and other speak­ 
ers, has repeatedly warned the voters 
not to regard any political candidate 
as being supported by the Dry Federa­ 
tion; in spite of the fact that'"Cali­ 
fornia' Cr^,"-Is a state issue and has 
nothing to do with electing a man to 
a national office; in spite of the fact 
that the %tipnal Prohibition Amend­ 
ment wiiriie' voted on in the house of 
represen^tives oh December 16 of 
this present sessioh and that the elec­ 
tion of a ^Prohlbitiohist to take liis

allied with one of the ^ e a t parties, 
which win have the power t o frame 
and pass tlio laws nece8aai*y to the 
welfare of this state^j Nothing con be 
gained and much 
lost by electing 
either a Progressive or a Prohibition­ 
ist. 
The Democrats, have no nominee 
this year In'the Ninth, district, owing 
to the fact that Randall stole the nom­ 
ination from that party.

generally discussed. .Ho found 
that 
many representative^' who wore In 
favor of doing away with the liquor 
trafflc-ialtogether wore doubtful about 
introducing such an amendment at 
this time, owini^'to the fact that only 
a few, of the states had registered 
their approval of such a course by vot­ 
ing tiiemselves "dry." 
The sentiment 
in congress was In substance that, 
until at least two-thirds of the states 
went dry, or a. nfamber approximating 
this number, it would bo difllcult to 
pass a 'National Prohibition Amdnd: 
roent, inasmuch as the United States 
looks .ui^qn the .Prohlblllon question 
as one .purely 
of states 
rights. It 
wbuld be dWDcult to pass such an 
amendment 
until 
congressmen bad 
been instructed to vote for It through 
Ibe fact that the states from 
which 
they come had voted "dry." (Inciden­ 
tally Mr, Roberts h a a asserted on 
many platforms that if California goes 
dry. he will feel that he has been In­ 
structed to vote in favor of the Na­ 
tional, PrbbtbiUon Amendment In case 
he worb elected and the question came 
up while'he was a member of the 
bouse;)

INfilXPLAINS FOKCEFULLY THE FIGHT 


TO RETAIN HILL AS COUNTY COUNSEL 


Editor's Note-^The eontrovefsy over the appointment of a county 
•otintel/about wHIoh Captain Manning write* in tiila article, it now settled. 
Mr, Hill tias been appointed. But it it well for the pecTple to l<now that a 
determined fight was made by E. T. Earl, through his personal representa. 
tlve on the board, Mr. Norton, to overturn the system of civil service and 
substitute a henchman of his own In the place of Hill. The plot failed. 
Mr. Manning does not say anything about this In this article, as it would 
not come graciously from him, but the facts remain, and the people should 
know them.

Dear Sir: I And that in the mlndK 
of BoniG voters there 18 a wrong con­ 
ception of the true circumstances sur­ 
rounding the proposed reappointment 
of A. .T. Hill as county counsel, and 
relative to my views on certain feat­ 
ures of the civil service system In the 
conduct of county affairs, 1 wish to 
make a statement clearly defining my 
^position on these two questions, In 
order that everyone may know Just 
where I stand, and why I believe as I 


do, 


I favor the reappointment of Mr. 
Hill because I beliteve such action 
would be in line with the principles of 
civil service as outlined in the county 
charter, and because his able and efll 
elent handling of the county legisla­ 
tion, and his valuable experience in 
the office, make him the best man for 
»he place. Opposition to Mr, Hill is 
%ased upon the fact that ho lacked 
seven-tenths of one per cent of being 
the highest man on the list of fifty- 
two competent lawyers who took the 
competitive examination. His enemies 
say the highest man, who was without 
Mr. Hill's experience In the position, 
should have received the appointment. 


That they are entirely without Jus­ 
tification in tht^stand la plainly Indi­ 
cated in Section 34 of the county char- 
tor, which provides, "for the appoint- 
ment of one of the three persons 
standing highest on the appropriate 
list, . , , , . Whenever practicable, va­ 
cancies, shall be filled by promotion;" 
by Section 37 of the charter, which 
provides "That all persons In the coun­ 
ty or township service holding posi­ 
tions In the classified soryice as estab­ 
lished by this article, at the time It 


CAPTAIN CHARLES D. MANNING 
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It Is no more than natural that the 
action of the civil service commission 
In calling the competitive examination 
for this place should have resulted in 
somewhat strained relations between 
Mr. Hill and the commissioners, when 
ho felt that such action was a viola­ 
tion of his rights under the charter. 
But ho proved himself eligible, and 
was appointed. The feeling between 
Mr. Hill and the commissioners was 
aggravated by those unfriendly to Mr. 
Hill, and he was made to appear as 
being''opposed to the enforcement of 
certain civil service rules and regula­ 
tions as specified in the charter. 


I, am heartily In favor of a very 
strict enforcement of all provisions of 
the county charter, particularly those 
having to do with dvU service, and In 
taking my stand favoring the reap­

ticle," and by Section 41, which pro­ 
vides that "No person In the classified 
eervlco, or seeking admission therolo*, 
shall be appointed, reduced or remov­ 
ed or In any way favored or discrim­ 
inated against because of bis political 
or rellglotfs opinions or afilUatlona. 


Mr. Hill has boon continuously In 
the county employ since 1910, when ho 
entered the ofilco of district attorney. 
In 1011 ho took up the duties of assis­ 
tant In the civil department,- and In 
the latter part of 1912, took over the 
exclusive handling of all civil litiga­ 
tion In which the-county was a party, 
"which position he had hold, otthor as 
•chief deputy district attorney or coun­ 
ty counsel up to the present time. 
Ills duties as chief deputy district at­ 
torney In handling the civil lltlgatloui 
of the county wore Identical, and, In 
fact, tiio same position, except that 
the name was changed from chief dep- 
tily district attorney to county couil* 


sel. 
On Juno 2nd, 1013, at which time 
the charter became effective, Mr. Hill 
was appointed by the board of super­ 
visors, under the now title as county 
counsel, to the same position which 
he had heretofore held for a number 
of years under the old title, 
Having 
been In the service of the county for 
more than three years, whereas the 
charter provides for a period o( six 
months (£ce Section 37), the mem­ 
bers of the board of supervisors, with 
the excepUoa of Mr. Norton, did not 
question the eligibility of Mr. Hill, and 
Mr. Norton nominated Mr. Hill for 
the position with the statement that If 
he passed the civil service examina­ 
tion, and was one of the three loaders, 
he would vote for him. 


After some preliminary dlscuastcii 
and action, the civil service commis­ 
sion called an opeh competitive exam­ 
ination for the offlce of county coun­ 


sel, 
and Mr, Hill took the oxamluatlou 
with the result stated—he was only 
Boven-lonths of one per cent below the 
high man. With this very slight dif­ 
ference and with Mr. Hiira great ex­ 
perience and thorough knowledge ot
